Reasons For Allowance 

The prior art of record does not disclose or fairly suggest a medical treatment system 
with an optical fiber including a temperature sensor, processor and memory, the processor 
programmed to calculate the temperature from the temperature sensor, said temperature used 
to determine if a usage limit stored in memory has been exceeded and disabling an energy 
source if a limit is exceeded. Prior art teaches the use of number of cycles, power limits and 
total use times, but does not teach using the fiber temperature as a determinate of usage limits.
